Hundreds Die 
In Cold Wave 


Temperature As Low As 
40 Degrees Below Zero 
Reported To London 


LONDON, (P—A cold wave, in- 
creasingly severe as it continued, 
caused suffering to millions and 
death to hundreds today over all 
Europe. 

Temperatures ranging down to 40 
degrees below zero were recorded 
and it was reported that the worst 
was to come. Snow storms Swept 
some areas. Reports from all over 
the continent, and from towns in 
the British Isles, told of the danger 
of terrible fires because hose lines 
froze and firemen were unable to 
do anything but watch fires. Ships 
were frozen in ice at numerous 
ports. Ravenous wolves made des- 
perate by the rigorous weather raid- 
ed the outskirts of villages in the 
Sarpathian mountains, seeking the 
sheep. Heavy damage to winter 
crops was feared because the snows 
which finally fell came only after 
the ground was frozen hard. 

Casualty reports were fragment- 
ary but they indicated the toll 
which must have been exacted. 
Twenty-five deaths in Great Britain 
were attributed to the cold; it was 
reported from the Lodz area of Po- 
land that 70 persons had been froz- 
en to death. Ten deaths had been 
recorded among Jewist refugees on 
the Polish-German Frontier. Rou-

IN SOME places where this col- 
umn is read many children have 
never seen a sled. But they may use 
wagons, tricycles and _ bicycles. 
Whether they slide or go on wheels, 
they frequently face dangers. Some, 
alas! lose their precious lives or are 
left cripples, and for most of these 
accidents parents are responsible. 

We parents owe it to our children 
to provide for them more play places 
that are safe. If we really cared, we 


to our children and our neighbors’ 
children. 

Yet, we need to remember that 
however abundant these safe play- 
children will 

lay in dangerous places, even right 
In sight of the best play spaces, 
Something challenging to the child 
about facing perils and our very 
warnings and anxieties often ren- 
ders him more ready to take risks.
